DETECTIVES are this week 
appealing for witnesses after a 
young woman was sexually assaul¬ 
ted in Harlow in broad daylight. 

The terrifying attack took place 
on Monday morning while the vic¬ 
tim, who is in her 20s and lives 
locally, was taking her dog for a 
walk. 

According to police, she was in 
Paringdon Road near its junction 
with Parsloe Road, when she was 
attacked by a man who was wearing 
a hooded top which he had pulled 
up to hide his face. 

Fight 

He grabbed the victim and 
attempted to pull her into some 
nearby bushes, but she was able to 
fight him off and he fled. 

Police said the woman suffered 
no physical injuries in the attack, 
which took place at 11.20am, but 
was left badly shaken by her 
ordeal. 

She was able to tell officers the 
man who attacked her was white, 
about 6ft tall and aged between 35 


and 40. As well as the black hooded 
top, he was wearing blue jeans. 

A spokesman for Essex Police 
said officers wanted to talk to any¬ 
one who thinks they may have seen 
a man lurking in the area of Par¬ 
ingdon Road, where the attack 
place, or anyone seen running away 
afterwards. 

“We have not had anything that 
would give us more indication 


about that man so if anyone has 
seen anything suspicious then 
please do let us know,” he added.

DOES Harlow need more retail shops 
or a better night-time economy? 
Would it benefit from a mix of stores 
and homes? These are the type of 
questions a new campaign to regen¬ 
erate the town centre is seeking to 
answer. 

The campaign was launched last 
week by Harlow’s Conservative coun¬ 
cillors who are calling for the state of 
the town centre to be made a priority 
and action taken before it is too late. 

Labour-run Harlow Council, which 
has already pledged to pump Elm into 
the heart of the town, has announced 
its support for the campaign. 

This week Conservative group lead¬ 
er Andrew Johnson said: “I want to 
hear from the people of Harlow. I trust 
their judgement and want their 
views. 

“There are 83,000 people in this 
town and, should they wish, they 
should all have their say. 

“I am not arrogant enough to 
believe politicians have all the 
answers and I am sure there are com¬ 
ments and ideas from the public that 
will come up that we haven’t thought 
of before.” 


On Friday, council leader Jon 
Clempner said the town centre is a 
priority for the authority which is 
committed to working in partnership 
with interested parties both inside 
and outside the council. 

“When I was reappointed council 
leader in May I said improving the 
town centre was one of my key pri¬ 
orities and the council has set aside 
Elm in its budget to support the regen¬ 
eration of the town centre,” he said. 


“We are already working with a 
range of partners and the town’s MP 
to achieve improvements in the town 
centre. It is one of those issues where 
there is agreement across the political 
groups.” 

He added: “The cabinet portfolio 
holder for regeneration and enter¬ 
prise and I are committed to working 
in partnership both inside and out¬ 
side of the council to improve the town 
centre and will create an all-party 


group to look at proposals as they 
come forward. 

“We also look forward to working 
with the Star on this campaign and to 
encourage residents and businesses 
to give their views on how our town 
centre can be improved.” 

He added: “This is very much a 
long-term project but I am confident 
this campaign will help generate the 
confidence for the private sector to 
invest in Harlow.”

Ironmen go on 2,200-mile 
cycle ride round England 

Followed by 500-mile run and 50-mile swim to aid charities

TWO buddies from Harlow have set off 
on an extreme fundraising challenge 
that will test their levels of fitness to 
the limit. 

For not only are Jake Kent-Pope and 
Martyn O’Dell attempting to complete 
a 2,200-mile cycle ride around 
England, they are also planning to 
take part in a 500-mile run across 
Wales and a 50-mile swim off the Scot¬ 
tish coast - all in the name of charity. 

Jake and Martyn, who are both 28, 
have been friends since they were 13 
when they both played rugby in 
Harlow. They are looking to raise as 
much as possible for Diabetes UK and 
Cancer Research UK. 

Exhausting 

They set off from Harlow on Sat¬ 
urday and are hoping to finish the ride 
in the town on Friday, August 21. 

Speaking on Tuesday, after an 
exhausting climb across the Yorkshire 
Moors, Jake said they were enjoying 
their adventure but finding it tough 
going. 

“Today is the longest leg of the trip,” 
said Jake, who lives in Church Leys, 
Harlow. “We’ve done 60 miles but still 
have nearly 100 to go. 

“We split it up into short days and 
long days - we’re doing an easy one 
through Cumbria in a few days that’s 
only 75 miles. 

“It was been particularly tough this 
morning as we were climbing for 20 
miles going north from Whitby up 
hills of a 16-18 per cent gradient.” 

Amazingly the lads only planned 


their trip in May and so had not been 
training for long. But as they have 
taken part in ultra-marathons and 
ironman triathlons, it did not take 
them long to reach full fitness. 

Jake, a carpenter by profession, said 
part of the inspiration for the cycle 
ride came from a speech given by 
Prime Minister David Cameron about 
bringing the country together. 

“The first three days were lovely,” 


said Jake. “We have discovered how 
beautiful our country is and no one 
really appreciates what we have in the 
UK. 

“The [Yorkshire] Moors were stun¬ 
ning and some of the costal towns 
we’ve seen were just gorgeous. We 
stopped by Hornsey one day to swim in 
the sea.” 

The pair are carrying camping 
equipment with them and are pitching

A MISSING man who sparked 
a 10-day hunt has been found 
safe and well in Jersey. 

Police appealed for help to 
find 27-year-old James Sulli¬ 
van after he failed to return to 
the home he shared with his 
mother in Riverfield Lane, 
Sawbridgeworth, on Tuesday, 
July 28.

Town centre is 
no quick fix 

SIR I was delighted to read the 
report in last week’s Star 
headlined “Let’s make the town 
centre great again”. It is always 
heartening when the community 
gets behind and fully supports 
the council’s aspirations for a 
fresh start.

More traffic 
on the way 

SIR With regards to the 
proposed road improvements 
along the A414 in Harlow (Star, 
July 30), county councillor 
Rodney Bass said: “It is vital we 
do everything we can to ease 
congestion, keep this important 
artery open and to encourage 
growth and prosperity.” 

Personally I consider it vital to 
tell the truth and give as much 
information upfront so that we 
can make a more informed 
judgement. 

In the bigger scheme of 
Harlow’s future it is worth 
mentioning that, because of our 
council’s desire to build some 
20,000 new homes by 2036, there 
must be access routes 
to serve these proposed 
development sites. The 
creation of the Harlow 
Enterprise Zone also 
requires access. 

Cue the new Mil 
junction 7a to be sited 
on Gilden Way. Essex 
County Council has by 
its own admission 
agreed that traffic 
levels along the A414 
will increase by 50-100 
per cent as a result of 
creating junction 7a. It 
further admits that as a 


result of a new junction traffic 
on most routes through Harlow 
will almost double. 

No amount of road junction 
improvements or traffic lights 
will possibly cope with the flood 
of vehicles that will swamp 
Harlow. As for Gilden Way itself, 
the county council has 
confirmed that traffic levels will 
increase more than three-fold. 

At what point exactly do we 
ease traffic congestion and has 
Cllr Bass at any time been in 
touch with reality?

Don’t rule out 
other options 

SIR It may be that some Harlow 
residents and businesses might 
agree a new Mil junction is 
needed. What is not agreed, 
however, is the correct site for 
the new junction. 

I would like to draw your 
readers’ attention to the 
following facts taken from Essex 
County Council’s website. 

1) The way forward. Medium 
term (five-10 years), a new 
junction (7a) linking to Gilden 
Way. Long term (15+ years), a 
new dual carriageway from 
junction 7a to the existing dual 
carriageway at Eastwick. 

2) Gilden Way. Due to already 
committed developments in 


Harlow, in the future there is 
likely to be much more traffic in 
Gilden Way. With junction 7a in 
place, traffic levels will increase 
further. 

I have two questions. Firstly, 
why do we need the Gilden Way 
option if within a few years a 
new northern dual carriageway 
is planned? The northern option 
would prevent excess traffic 
from being directed to the centre 
of Harlow. 

Secondly, why Gilden Way 
when it is going to substantially 
increase traffic flow into Harlow, 
causing severe gridlock and 
confusion to through traffic? 

I would seriously suggest that 
the Gilden Way option is not 
going to reduce congestion and 
is not going to make Harlow an 
attractive place to live or work. 

Is the county council going to 
consider other more viable 
options?

Councillor Emma Toal, Harlow 
Council’s portfolio holder for youth & 
community, said: “The health and 
safety of residents is our immediate 
priority so we closed the park on Friday 
while we carried out an investigation 
and inspection of the facility. 

“This has now been completed and 
there were no faults found or follow up 
actions required. As the facility had not 
been in operation for a few days the 
tank in the pump room was drained and 
the system re-chlorinated before it 
reopened.” 

She added: “The paddling pools and 
splash park are popular with families 
and the thousands of children who use 
them during the summer holidays. 
This incident was an unfortunate acci¬ 
dent and we wish the child a full and 
speedy recovery.”

THE finishing touches are being put to 
the first batch of council houses to be 
built in Harlow for 25 years - and the Star 
has been given a sneak preview of what 
they look like inside. 

The 18 two-bedroom homes have been 
constructed on former garage sites at 
Fesants Croft, Felmongers and The Hill. 

During the next few weeks work will 
be carried out on completing pavements 
and parking areas. 

The properties have still to be con¬ 
nected to electricity, water and gas sup¬ 
plies before they are handed over to 
Harlow Council for final checks. 

They will then be added to the coun¬ 
cil’s housing stock of around 9,700 prop¬ 
erties and allocated to local families on 
the Housing Needs Register. The first 
tenants are expected to be handed the 
keys of their new homes in the autumn. 

“Building council houses shows res¬ 
idents this council is serious about hon¬ 
ouring its commitments to provide more 
and better housing and regenerate the 
town,” said council leader Jon Clempn- 
er. 

On Friday a Star photographer accom¬ 
panied Cllr Clempner and Cllr Tony 
Durcan, portfolio holder for regenera¬ 
tion and enterprise, when they visited 
the new homes in Fesants Croft and 
helped with the finishing touches by 
fixing numbers to the front doors. 

“The council has worked hard to deliv¬ 


er this programme when finances are 
tight and the demand for housing 
increases,” said Cllr Clempner. “These 
new homes will change the lives of local 
families. 

“These will be new homes for Harlow 
people, allocated to local families in 
housing need who have a connection to 
Harlow.” 

Cllr Durcan added: “Just over eight 
months ago this former garage site was 
just mud. Now seven new family homes 
proudly sit here. 

“I am delighted to have seen the pro¬ 
gress which has been made and once 


they are ready for families to move in it 
will be a very special moment for social 
housing in Harlow. 

“Our housebuilding programme will 
provide new high quality homes and also 
regenerate disused or under used garage 
sites making a positive, visible differ¬ 
ence to Harlow.” 

Building work on the homes started in 
December 2014. The new estates and 
homes are part of a £2.7m programme 
designed by local architects and built by 
Borras Construction. 

The last council homes built in Harlow 
were in the late 1980s.

Mrs Wadhams, who works as a 
nurse, said: “It was a fun day out 
to raise money and while I’m 
sure the lads would have better 
things to do it was nice they 
came along to support the event. 

“Everyone who came paid £5 
and we all enjoyed it so much. It 
was quite humbling.” 

Mr Wadhams, 57, who is 
almost fully recovered from his 
illness, was able to enjoy the 


game after kicking off 
proceedings. The couple’s three 
sons played in the game. 

Mrs Wadhams said her 
husband’s remarkable return to 
health was down to the “fine 
work” of staff in the intensive 
care unit. 

She is now planning to meet 
hospital chiefs to arrange for the 
money to be presented. 

She thanked Martin Hayter for 
his efforts in helping to organise 
the game and Rob Eubel for 
volunteering to referee. 


Woman who hit 
a paramedic in 
face avoids jail 

Mum-of-two lashed out in back of ambulance

A WOMAN who lashed out at a paramedic, severing 
a nerve in her cheek and leaving her unable to smile 
fully, has been spared a jail sentence. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told that Alexandra 
Gardner, 34, of Tithelands, Harlow, was in severe 
pain at the time she elbowed Casey Holding in both 
her chest and face while in the back of an ambu¬ 
lance. 

The court heard that Ms Holding suffered a 
permanent severed nerve in her left cheek, which is 
still completely numb a year later and which has left 
her unable to smile fully. 

In a victim impact statement, Ms Holding said she 
gets stressed and anxious when she looks in the 
mirror, she gets flashbacks and no longer wants her 
photograph taken because of how she looks. 

Gardner, a mother-of-two, pleaded guilty to 
assault causing actual bodily harm on May 26 last 
year. She was given a 12-month community order 
with 160 hours of unpaid work and ordered to pay 
£250 costs. 

The court heard that a former partner of the 
defendant was one of the paramedics who attended 


the callout to her home which added to the stress of 
what she was experiencing. 

Prosecutor Donal Lawler said at the time of the 
incident Gardner was in a lot of pain and was 
“drifting in and out of reality”. 

She was taken to the ambulance but continued to 
struggle, elbowing Ms Holding first in the chest and 
then in the cheek. 

Colin Aylett, representing Gardner, said in mit¬ 
igation she had became seriously ill and was suf¬ 
fering extreme pain in her back and abdomen as a 
result of which her partner called an ambulance. 
She had been taking very strong painkillers and had 
had also drunk some beer. 

“She didn’t deliberately strike out with any inten¬ 
tion of causing harm,” he said. 

But passing sentence, judge Anthony Goldstaub 
said Gardner was reckless in the way she thrashed 
about due to the severe pain she was suffering, 
coupled with prescribed medication and alcohol. 

He said that worse than the post-traumatic stress 
disorder experienced by Ms Holding was the effect of 
the “significant” injury on her appearance. He told 
Gardner: “She was there to help you and she was 
working in the public sector which I have to take into 
account.” 


Man admits murdering former PAH nurse

THE killer of former Harlow hospital 
nurse Karen Buckley is facing a man¬ 
datory life sentence after he pleaded 
guilty on Tuesday to murder. 

Alexander Pacteau, 21, killed 24- 
year-old Miss Buckley in a savage 
attack in Glasgow within an hour of 
meeting her at a nightclub. 

Miss Buckley, who was born in 
Ireland, worked at Princess Alexan¬ 
dra Hospital before leaving to study 
for a post-graduate qualification at 
Glasgow Caledonian University. 

The High Court in Glasgow was 
told Pacteau launched a savage 
attack on her in his car, repeatedly 
hitting her on the head with a span¬ 
ner and compressing her neck. 

Her friends and family launched a 
four-day search to find her after she 
was reported missing. 

The court was told that Pacteau 
had planned to dissolve her body in 


acid but it was later found by police 
inside a blue plastic barrel at a farm 
where he had previously rented a 
storage unit. 

Judge Lady Rae described Pacteau 
as “callous and calculating”, adding: 
“This is a shocking and disturbing 
case. You killed a young woman who 
was a stranger to you. It was a motive¬ 
less, senseless and brutal attack on 
her.” 

Pacteau will be sentenced when he 
returns to court on September 8. 

Speaking after the hearing, Miss 
Buckley’s father John said: “All 
Karen was doing was making her 
way home when she was randomly 
targeted and murdered by a cowardly 
vicious criminal. 

“No words of ours can do justice to 
our feelings towards him. He is evil 
and we hope he will spend the rest of 
his life behind bars.”

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£15,000 raised 
in memory of 
air crash pilot 

Donations will help to support young family

NEARLY £15,000 has been raised in memory of the 
pilot who died when his plane crashed during an air 
display at a festival in Cheshire. 

Kevin Whyman, who was one of the founders of 
Gnat Display Team at North Weald Airfield, was 
killed in the accident at Radio 2 DJ Chris Evans’ 
CarFest North charity event at Oulton Park. 

He leaves behind his pregnant wife Alexandra and 
their 18-month-old daughter. 

Since the tragedy, friends of the 35-year-old, who 
was known as The Jester, have been inundated with 
messages of sympathy and people wanting to give 
money to support his family. 

So far more than £14,000 had been donated into an 
account set up to help Mr Whyman’s family and a 
further £420 has been donated on a separate fun¬ 
draising page for his preferred charity, Help for 
Heroes. 

A statement on the fundraising page reads: “As 
friends of Kevin Whyman we would like to express 
our gratitude to all the people who have sent mes¬ 
sages of support at this most difficult time. 

“Kevin’s wife is four months pregnant and his 
daughter is only 18 months old, which adds to the 
tragedy of this terrible situation. Kevin was a 
wonderful and loving father and would have rel¬ 
ished being a dad to two girls. 

“All that is left to say is thank you once more for all 
the messages of support. Each and every one means 
so much to all the family and friends of our much 
loved Kevin.” 

RAF-trained Mr Whyman, who was originally 
from Chester, was sponsored through sixth form 
college by the Royal Navy before completing a flying 
scholarship with the RAF. He read economics at 
Cambridge University and after graduating in 1998

he joined the RAF, before leaving to work for invest¬ 
ment banks in London in 2001. 

Flags at North Weald Airfield were flown at half 
mast in the days following the crash. A statement 
from the Gnat Display Team said: “Kevin was a 
Royal Air Force trained fast jet pilot whose enthu¬ 
siasm for flying the Folland Gnat was infectious. He 
will be greatly missed by his family, the team and 
many friends.” 

An investigation into the cause of the crash is 
being carried out by the Civil Aviation Authority 
and the Air Accidents Investigation Board.

The return of Attila 



UNK poet Attila the 
Stockbroker will reflect 
on his rollercoaster 
career at his spiritual 
home of The Square next 
month when he will read extracts 
from his new autobiography. 

Attila, whose real name is John 
Baine, is as charged and angry as 
ever as he prepares for his return 
to Harlow but is saddened by the 
impending closure of the Fourth 
Avenue venue. 

In his new book, Arguments 
Yard, the 57-year-old recalls the 
highs and lows of his time on stage 
as he celebrates 35 years of 
performing. 

“I did my first performance in 
Harlow on September 24,1980, and 
it was in fact my second-ever 
performance as Attila the 
Stockbroker,” he says. 

“It was a rally against Thatcher 
and I remember the Unborn Dead 
and Condemmed were also 
playing. 

“I’m from Brighton but have 
huge links to Harlow. The Square 
is the only place for people of 
alternative culture to go [in the 
town] where it’s nice and friendly. 
It is safe for people who live their 
lives differently; everyone feels 
welcome.” 

Since that performance in 1980, 
Attila has gone on to play more 
than 3,000 gigs in 24 countries and 
become one of the defining voices 
of the punk era alongside John 
Cooper Clarke, Patti Smith and 
Jim Carroll. 

Arguments Yard picks up on 
some of the most bizarre and 
hilarious moments he has 
experienced, such as standing in 
for Donny Osmond at a gig, being 
supported by the Manic Street 


Preachers and turning down an 
offer to perform in North Korea. 

“I always knew I wanted to do 
it,” he explains of his decision to 
release his memoirs. “I have had a 
wonderful life travelling all over 
the world. I have played in 
Australia, New Zealand and six 
times in the former East Germany 
before the wall came down. 

“I actually started writing it 10 
years ago, but my mother 
contracted Alzheimer’s and I spent 
six years looking after her with 
my wife. I came back to it in 2010 
and almost got it finished last year, 
but I thought it would be nice to 
time the release with my 35th 
anniversary of performing. 

“The book is largely 
chronological but not entirely and 
contains poems and songs 
included within the context. 

“It is a life story of a man 
involved in social and political 


change.” 

Not surprisingly, Harlow plays a 
prominent part in the book as 
Attila has always found a home at 
The Square, where he will perform 
on Friday, September 11, possibly 
for the last time. 

His performance will be 
supported by The Piranhas and 
Newtown Neurotics singer Steve 
Drewett as part of the Back to 
Square One series of shows that 
celebrate the legacy of the venue 
which is set to close at the end of 
the year. 

Attila, who recently nipped back 
to The Square to film a BBC 4 
documentary about punk poetry, 
feels angry at the closure. “It is a 
haven of alternative culture and it 
would be such a shame if it did 
close, but the county council have 
no interest in The Square and 
chose to put the money to a 
housing development and local 


schools,” he says. 

“Under the plans we might well 
get 20 homes there, but compared 
to the numbers of people that come 
through the doors of the venue 
that is nothing. People who use the 
venue will have nowhere to go 
when it shuts.” 

He adds that he would head-up a 
campaign to save the venue 
himself if he wasn’t based near the 
South Coast. His knowledge of 
planning law comes from his 
experience of successfully being 
able to re-locate his beloved 
Brighton and Hove Albion FC. 

While his autobiography is a 
reflection of a life on stage, it is far 
from the end for Attila, who is as 
politically charged as ever and is 
currently putting his efforts into 
helping to elect Jeremy Corbyn as 
the leader of the Labour Party. 

His recent song Farageland also 
expressed his contempt at the 
right wing policies he has 
campaigned against ever since he 
first became involved in punk as a 
19-year-old at the University of 
Kent. 

“I write poetry for people that 
don’t like poetry,” he says. 
“Pre-sales of the book begin in a 
week’s time. The book will be 
available through my own website 
and gigs and after being published 
through Cherry Red, it will be 
available in book shops. 

“It will be readily available but 
if you come to one of my gigs I will 
sign it for you.”

On stage will be special FX make-up artist 
David Brown, who made the switch to 
make-up after spending several years working 
in costume departments. 

“I had got to a point where I wanted a 
change. I was watching the special features of 
a movie and there was a section on make-up. I 
thought it looked interesting, so I looked into 
courses,” explains David. 

“I began by taking Stuart Bray’s three-day 
prosthetic course and then a two-week 
summer school in Glasgow. That built up a few 
pieces in my portfolio and the rest was luck 
and hard work.” 

For families and movie buffs alike, 
audiences will feel the heat from spectacular 
explosions, get up close with gruesome sci-fi 
monsters, be blown away by apocalyptic 
weather and possibly star in their own 
high-octane stunt sequence. 

So how long does it take to apply make-up 
on the day of a shoot? 


David says: “Time is always an issue on set 
as every minute costs a lot of money, usually 
as a makeup artist who is applying you are 
given a time to complete the makeup, 
sometimes on smaller movies you are asked 
how long it will take. 

“A small and very simple piece can be 
applied and painted in five-10 minutes but the 
longer the better so you have more time to 
work on it. Full character makeups can take 
up to six hours to apply, the start time for 
these makeups will be early morning lam or 
2am to get ready to begin filming around 
8am-7pm and then an hour or so to remove the 
makeup.” 


“As designer there is the job of script 
analysis and a lot of paper work to get the 
ground work done. Meetings with the creative 
team of the movie will refine the designs and 
ideas to within the concept that the director 
envisions,” says David. 

“Then it is into the workshop to take 
lifecasts of the actors, sculpting the creatures, 
aliens, ageing onto the lifecast. Moulding all of 
this in fibre glass and after some hefty 
cleaning of the moulds injecting it with 
silicone. 

“Sometimes all this prep is done a few 
months before filming begins so that a stock of 
prosthetics can be built and then whilst 
filming is happening more pieces are being 
made and painted ready for application at a 
later date.” 


So what does it take to get into the industry? 
David says determination is the key. 

“Personally I think there is no true way into 
the film industry, hard work and 
determination are your biggest assets. There 
are colleges which teach makeup to a high 
standard, research them and see if any of them 
are for you. 

“If you are looking to get into special effects 
makeup specifically I would recommend 
taking some short courses (such as Stuart 
Bray’s) which will give you immediate 
practical skills and some experience and 
understanding of the processes involved in 
creating and applying makeup. 

“Practice and build a small portfolio so that 
you have something to show, then contact 
workshops and designers offering yourself as 
work experience and if you’re alert, curious 
and respectful you will learn a ton of skills, 
tips and tricks from the people you meet. 

“It can take years to build up a momentum 
in the industry so it is something that you 
need to have a passion for. If you have that, go 
get it” 

Billed as a “dangerously exciting theatrical 
experience like no other”, the Hollywood 
Special Effects Show is definitely worth a 
watch.

IKE many socially awkward boys of my 
generation, I escaped reality by playing 
fiendishly addictive games on consoles 
and computers, including an Atari, Vic 20 
and Commodore 64.

Pixels is an action comedy, which harks back to 
this bygone era before smartphones and 
immersive 4D, when guiding a circular yellow 
head around a maze with four coloured ghosts in 
hot pursuit, was the height of hi-tech 
entertainment. 

Based on a short film of the same title by 
Patrick Jean, Chris Columbus’ big budget romp 
imagines life-size arcade games on the streets of 
bustling modern cities. 

Except here, losing a life could mean the end of 
planet Earth. 

Scriptwriters Tim Herlihy and Timothy 
Dowling fail to capitalise on this neat and 
tantalising premise, crafting an inane story of 
triumph against adversity that treats female 
characters as pretty baubles. 

In 1982, prepubescent pals Sam Brenner 
(Anthony Ippolito) and Will Cooper (Jared Riley) 
attend the arcade game world championships 
where they befriend conspiracy theory-spouting 
oddball Ludlow Lamonsoff (Jacob Shinder). 

Sam gets through to the final where he loses a 
showdown on Donkey Kong, against egotistical 
champion Eddie Plant (Andrew Bambridge). 

More than 30 years later, Sam (now played by 
Adam Sandler) installs software for a living, 
while Will (now played by Kevin James) has 
become the deeply unpopular President of the 
United States. 

Alien invaders attack Guam military base with 
energy that has been coded to swarm like the 
creatures in the arcade game Galaga. 

It transpires that a time capsule of arcade game 
footage, sent into space by NASA in 1982, has been 
intercepted by extra-terrestrials and 
misinterpreted as a declaration of war. 

In order to halt the alien advance, mankind 
must compete in life-or-death versions of 
Centipede and Pacman. 

Sam and Will reunite with Ludlow (now played 
by Josh Gad) and Eddie (now played by Peter 
Dinklage) to secure mankind’s victory, armed 
with light cannons fashioned by military weapons 
specialist Lieutenant Colonel Violet van Patten 


(Michelle Monaghan). 

“Let the nerds take over!” she bellows defiantly. 

Please don’t. 

Pixels is a nostalgia-drenched bore, hung on the 
centerpiece recreations of classic games, which 
result in the destruction of swathes of London and 
Manhattan. 

Sandler sucks the dwindling energy out of 
every frame, unable to muster any enthusiasm for 
his two-dimensional role. 

Monaghan is wasted as the simpering love 
interest while James goofs and gurns as a highly

“You dress him like that just so no one 
else wants to have sex with him?” quips 
Amy, mocking her sibling’s domestic 
bliss.

“It was 38 degree heat and I’m 
not good in the heat.” 

Jones, competing in a multi¬ 
event at the World Masters 
Championships for the first 
time, was delighted with her 
time in the final event of two 
days’ of gruelling competition: 
the 800m. 

She finished second in this 
race and was only beaten by the 
overall winner, Holland’s 
Monique Kresing, securing a 
phenomenal personal best (PB) 
time by ten seconds. 

Jones’ time would have put 
her into the final of the 
individual 800m, it was that 
good. She joked it was better 
than a time she recorded 20 
years ago! 


This event followed up Jones’ 
excellent display at the British 
Masters Championships in 
Birmingham. 

She won the W45 high jump 
(1.40m) in very windy conditions 
which made jumping difficult. 

She was second in the W45 
long jump (4.35m) and was fifth 
in the W45 200m (29.55 PB) 
despite a strong headwind. 

Chiassaro, meanwhile, won 
the 100m, 200m, 400m and 800m, 
all close to PB times. 

He said: “I was really pleased 
with my 100 as there was a 
strong head wind of -2.1 metres a 
second and still pushed 14:71 so 
really happy with that. 

“Great 400m too and also my 
800m was most impressive. I 
went out hard from the start and 
took the lead straight away and 
was 60m ahead when I finished.”

Wood’s journey from 
Harlow to Gibraltar 

Former keeper and coach takes over national team

GIBRALTAR is certainly rocking 
for former Harlow Town goal¬ 
keeper and coach Jeff Wood. 

The former custodian is taking 
on the likes of Germany, Scotland 
and Republic of Ireland as he 
spearheads the newest FIFA foot¬ 
ball nation in their first ever tour¬ 
nament qualification campaign. 

Wood, who kept goal for Harlow 
in the 1970s before a professional 
career which took in the likes of 
Charlton Athletic, Colchester 
United and Exeter City, has been 
appointed head coach on the Brit¬ 
ish Overseas Territory on the 
south coast of Spain. 

He made 700 appearances in the 
Football League, but has equally 
impressed as a coach where he 
helped England keeper John 
Ruddy break through at Norwich 
City when he was goalkeeping 
coach at Carrow Road. 

He is the Gibraltar FA’s coach 
educator responsible for the edu¬ 
cation and development of 
coaches in Gibraltar and deliv¬ 
ering courses in accordance with 
the UEFA coaching convention. 

World Champions 

Wood’s first games in charge 
saw his side play Croatia in a 
friendly before his first European 
Championships qualifier, when 
his side lost 7-0 to World Cham¬ 
pions Germany. 

Explaining his move from Nor¬ 
wich to Gilbraltar and his plans 
for the national side, he said: “My 
main aim at present is to put in 
place a structure that brings tal¬ 
ented young players into the 
national squads at all age groups, 
we need to take a big step forward 
on the coaching front and prepare 
these players for the challenge 
that is in front of them. 

“I did five years as technical 
director here and we moved many 
things forward, we put in place a 
coach education programme, 
introduced women’s football, and 


many other things, but from a 
personal point of view we weren’t 
in UEFA, so when I got the call to 
go to Norwich I left, and things 
went really well there, promotion 
to the Premier League and fin¬ 
ishing 12th in the top flight of 
English football. 

“The manager [Paul Lambert] 
changed and I moved on to Leeds 
with Neil Warnock, then to Luton 
with my mate John Still, and we 
got promotion to the Football 
League. 

“I was also coaching Wales U21, 
U19 and U17 age groups and we 
had a very successful time. 

“Then I had the offer to come 
back and manage a club in Gibral¬ 
tar which led me to the national 
job. 

“Now they are in UEFA, football 


has moved on again with most 
clubs bringing in foreign players 
and training five or six times a 
week. The standard has really 
moved on. 

“This is a fantastic opportunity 
given that I have been involved 
with Gibraltarian football in the 
past.” 

It is a far cry from his time at 
Harlow. 

Academy director 

He returned to the Essex club in 
the 2002-03 season when he 
worked as a coach under John 
Kendall and also became the 
club’s first ever Academy Direct¬ 
or, which he ran in conjunction 
with Harlow College. 

He subsequently became dir¬ 
ector of coaching at the European 


Soccer School in Spain, before 
making his coaching break¬ 
through and becoming involved at 
Norwich, Leeds and Luton. 

Although Gilbraltar lost heav¬ 
ily to Germany, Wood is bringing 
in a new attacking ethos and 
believes this is the only way for¬ 
ward. 

“I have tried to change the men¬ 
tality by actually attacking these 
sides which is reflected in match 
statistics,” he said. 

“I think if we are to make pro¬ 
gress we need to pose a threat to 
every country we play. We have to 
be disciplined defensively but we 
need to cause the opposition prob¬ 
lems. 

“The players have been abso¬ 
lutely fantastic and I couldn’t 
have asked any more of them in 


those two games, but it is only the 
start of a long road.” 

A tough goalkeeper in his play¬ 
ing days, Wood enjoyed spells in 
Finland, Malta and even a short 
period in China before hanging 
up his boots. 

He has not only coached or 
managed in England, but also in 
Spain, Malta, Finland and the 
USA. 

And now Wood is at the cusp of 
a new period in his life as he looks 
to make the grade as an inter¬ 
national boss. 

Republic of Ireland are their 
next opponents on September 4. 

Wood added: “I just enjoy foot¬ 
ball and have been fortunate to 
play, coach and manage in many 
different countries, meeting some 
great people along the way.”

‘WE COULD HAVE 
WALKED AWAY’ 


Future’s bright but Cunningham recalls tough times

TOM CUNNINGHAM has 
revealed that Hawks owners Plat¬ 
inum Sports Management and 
himself came close to walking 
away from the football club two 
seasons ago. 

Having put in tens of thousands 
of pounds only to see the club fail 
to go up, the team considered let¬ 
ting someone else take on the 
challenge of rebuilding Harlow 
Town FC. 

But the last throw of the dice 
was when the investment was 
secured to install the 3G artificial 
pitch. 

Cunningham, 59, the club’s 
chief executive, says this was the 
key to preserving HTFC - even 
though there will not be Ryman 


Premier football at The Harlow 
Arena again this season. 

The future looks much brighter 
now and the Hawks, who kicked 
off their league season with a 2-0 
win against Cheshunt on Sat¬ 
urday, have made some fantastic 
summer signings including the 
feather in the cap of former Read¬ 
ing defender Ibrahima Sonko. 

But it was a very different story 
when Cunningham and John 
Barnett first took over in 2010. 

“When we came here the club 
was in disarray. We had backed it, 
to the point where two seasons 
ago were we going to continue to 
back it or were we going to walk 
away?” Cunningham revealed. 

“It was becoming a money pit. 
What we ended up doing was look¬ 
ing at the potential. Was there one 
other thing out there that could 
potentially turn this business 


around and turn the fortunes of 
the club around? 

“That 3G surface is going to 
achieve that. What I am encour¬ 
aged by is that if you look at the 
situation two seasons ago we had 
a first team, a squad of 18 players 
and nothing underneath it. 

Difficult 

“Now through a lot of hard 
work from a lot of people we have 
now got a full-time academy 
which will be 40 strong starting 
next season.” 

Cunningham recalls the diffi¬ 
cult times before Platinum Sports 
Management took over owner¬ 
ship, and even subsequently the 
club have fought off winding-up 
orders for unpaid debts a few 
years ago. 

Even now the club is subject to a 
CVA (Compulsory Voluntary 


Agreement) to pay off its debt¬ 
ors. 

Cunningham said: “We know 
the difficult times the club has 
been through to get where we are 
now. The reason for that is the 
infrastructure we have put in and 
the support of parents. 

“We just want everybody to 
come and play football. Let them 
enjoy themselves. Let them enjoy 
the site, which it’s what it was 
built for. 

“If we can grow this and get 
support. I don’t know how long it’s 
going to take. I told the fans a 
couple of years ago ‘if you all die 
tomorrow who is going to support 
the football club?’ No one. What 
we have done is put the roots 
down and we have now got a 
chance. 

“In three or four years’ time 
there is a chance that most of the 


boys in our academy have played 
for us through different years. 
Eventually you either get players, 
coaches or supporters. 

“If everyone who has come 
through here has enjoyed it and 
felt part of it, then it will be every¬ 
one’s second club if it’s not their 
first. 

“Why can’t you support Har¬ 
low? You can still support a 
Premier League club but support 
Harlow as well. 

“We need people to associate us 
not with the level we are playing 
at, but what we are trying to gen¬ 
erate. 

“We want people to come along 
and enjoy it, associate having 
good times here and not being 
judged. 

“It’s a football club. It’s some¬ 
where that puts a smile on your 
face.”
